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REMARKS 

Claims 1-23, 25-29 and 32-44 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-23 
9 and 25-29 are canceled herein. The Examiner has indicated that claims 34-36 are drawn 

to allowable subject matter. Pursuant to the following remarks, applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the application and allowance of the claims to issue. 

Obviousness-type Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 32, 33, 37, 39, 41 and 43 were rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claim 
13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,448,000 Bl. In order to expedite prosecution, applicants have 
elected to file a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.321(c) to 
overcome these non-statutory double patenting rejections. The filing of the Terminal 
Disclaimer is in no way an admission that there is obviousness-type double patenting 
over U.S. Patent No. 6,448,000 Bl . Therefore, applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal of this rejection as it applies to claims 32, 33, 37, 41 and 43. 

The Office Action states that claims 38, 40, 42 and 44 are objected to as being 
dependent on a rejected base claim (claims 37, 39, 41 and 43, respectively). Since the 
rejection of claims 32, 33, 37, 39, 41 and 43 has been overcome, applicants respectfully 
request withdrawal of the objection to claims 38, 40, 42 and 44. 

Pursuant to the above remarks, reconsideration and allowance of the pending 
application is believed to be warranted. The Examiner is invited and encouraged to 
directly contact the undersigned if such contact may enhance the efficient prosecution of 
this application to issue.
